TUDAYLILIE$ provide double display 
value in or out ‘of the garden, and, gen- 
erally, twice a year! Their flowers open 
during daylight and not only remain open 
ALL night but all NEXT day, all NEXT 
NIGHT, and close on the SECOND 
DAY (48 hours) after opening! No 
Hemerocallis blooms earlier, none later 
when established. 


TUDAYLILIES combine all that is desir- 
able in Hemerocallis — fragrance, remon- 
tance, longevity of blooms, sub-zero har- 
diness, hybrid vigor AND adaptability 
for arrangements.

TUDAYLILIES 


are true hybrids, and, excepting DUPLICATE, 
are sister seedlings from a cross of H. Midden- 
dorfii X H. minor. Descriptions are based upon 
performance here of established plants, and prop- 
er allowances should be considered for your lo- 
cality. All are registered by American Hemero- 
callis Society. 


ADVANCE (1953) Dor. 38”. Deep golden yel- 


low, slightly recurved 41/2” flowers with medium- 
narrow petals and sepals, with some brown on the 


outside. Fragrant, and open 48 hours. May- 
June and Sept. to freezing. $8.50 each. 


DUPLICATE (1956) Dor. 34”. Golden yellow 
fragrant 334” flowers in May-June and again Sept. 
to freezing. Parentage: H. flava X H. Midden- 
dorfii. Duplication of results inspired the name. 
Remains open 48 hours. $10.00 each. 


MARK TWAIN (1956) Dor. 35”. Golden yel- 
low 342” fragrant flowers with medium-wide pet- 
als and sepals, slightly recurved. Remains open 
48 hours. May-June and Sept. to freezing. $8.50 
each. 


OOLONG (1956) Dor. 38”. Orange-yellow fra- 
grant 4” flowers, slightly recurved. Remains open 
48 hours. An occasional flower lasts three days, 


hence the name. May-June and Sept. to freezing. 
$10.00 each. 


REPEATER (1952) Dor. 43”. Golden yellow 
slightly recurved flowers with petals, sepals and 


size like ADVANCE, but lighter color. Remains 
open 48 hours. May-June and Sept. to freezing. 


$8.50 each. 


TUDAY (1952) Dor. 36”. Orange-yellow, broad 
petaled, slightly crinkled 312” fragrant flowers. 
High-branched, the numerous clusters of trumpet- 
like blooms seem to float in the air. Remains 
open 48 hours. May-June and Sept. to freezing. 
$8.50 each. 


TUDOR (1953) Dor. 38”. Orange-yellow fra- 
grant 412” flowers, slightly recurved. Petals and 
sepals intermediate, neither wide nor narrow. Re- 
mains open 48 hours. May-June and Sept. to 
freezing. $8.50 each. 


DAYDREAM SERIES 


The only garden daylily I had when my TUDAY- 
LILIES indicated their future importance was a 
day-blooming seedling of CALYPSO. ‘Tall, pale 
yellow, fragrant, it carried a fortunate combina- 
tion of genes and bloomed a few weeks later. For 
the record, it was named CALIPH, and I used it 
to bridge the gap between the very early TUDAY- 
LILIES and the newer colors which bloomed 
much later. The first cross; CALIPH X RE- 
PEATER, produced this series of 24-hour bloom- 
ers, with generally larger plants and flowers in a 
wider range of hues. Here are new horizons for 
other daydreamers: 


BEAUTIFUL DREAMER (1956) Dor. 38”. 
Light yellow fragrant +” flowers with wide petals 
and narrow sepals, tinged green on the outside. 
Remains open 24 hours. May-June. $5.00 each. 


DREAM CASTLE (1956) Dor. 48”. Orange- 
yellow fragrant 442” flowers with narrow petals 
and sepals. Remains open 24 hours. June-July. 
$5.00 each. 


DREAM IMAGE (1956) Dor. 44”. Pale yellow 
fragrant 4” flowers with narrow petals and sepals. 
Remains open 24 hours. June-July. $5.00 each.
